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TT oshua was a soldier. The 
first scriptural view we _ 
have of him is when he _ 


chose men and went out and fought — 
against Amelek. He worked on the 
battle field in conjunction with Moses 
on the mount. When Moses’ hands 
were up Joshua prevailed and when 
his hands were down Amelek pre- 
vailed. He worked with his command- 
ing officer for victory. 

The next view of the young man, 
Joshua, is given in Exodus 24:18: 
“And Moses rose up, and his minister 
Joshua: and Moses went up into the 
mount of God. And he said unto the _ 
elders, Tarry ye here for us, until we © 
come again unto you: and behold > 
Aaron and Hur are with you.” Thus 
Moses and Joshua went up into the 
mount and were there forty days and 
forty nights. The Ten Command- 
ments and much additional revela-. 
tion were given Moses at that time. 
Then Moses turned and went down 
from the mount. “And when Joshua 
heard the noise of the people, he said 
unto Moses, There is a noise of war 
in the camp.” Exodus 32:17. This 
confirms that Joshua was with Moses 
and God the whole 40 days and 
nights. 

Evidently Joshua’s cooperation 
with Moses in the destruction of 
Amalek led to his choice as Moses’ 
personal attendant. Here we find him 
serving Moses on a spiritual mission. 
He was with Moses as his minister 
(or helper), and with God for forty 
days in the mount!

t has become a common 
thing to hear the statement 
that the “hope of the future 


lies with the youth of today!” In cen- 
turies past the emphasis of life was 
always on the ancient of days. But 
in the present day’s hectic swirl of 
wars and tumults, and ever-changing 
economies, the emphasis has swung 
to a lower age-level. In former years 
when conflict and infringement of 
rights caused nation to reach a war- 
ring point it was a clash of opposing 
strength of arms. But today the world 
is witnessing a strange turn of affairs. 
It is now a conflict of ideologies 
moreso than a sudden upsurge of 
physical battles. A fight is on for the 
minds of men rather than the direct 
approach of conquering him bodily. 
Because of this new approach, the 
pendulum of interest has swung over 
to the pliable minds of youth. To get 
their minds — to indoctrinate and 
hold them in sway with some cap- 
tivating idealism — is the artful plan 
and endeavor of varied forces to 
make the masses ready tools for the 
leaders to wield. 

All over the world, in the last gen- 
eration, we have seen youth on the 
march. Long before the last World 
War broke out there were countless 
columns of brown-shirted, black- 
shirted, or any-colored-shirted boys 
and girls marching to martial music 
throughout many countries in Europe 
and Asia. They were being schooled 
and trained in the ideology of hate 
and barbarity. It was on the bodies 
of these masses that the great war 
machines rolled into action. 

Naziism, Fascism and Communism 
all have made their bid for the young 

folk, Either through subtle teaching, 
flattery, or coercion they take them 
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over to use for their own evil inten- 
tion. We have read in reliable news 
reports of Time, Life, and Readers 
Digest magazines where the Com- 
munists sweeping over the northern 
borders of Greece a few years back, 
when they were attempting to take 
over the Balkan countries, and had 
taken between three and four hun- 
dred thousand young children away 
from their homes as captives. No re- 
sponse returns to the appeal of the 
parents, or the Grecian government, 
or of the United Nations. They have 
been swallowed up behind the Iron 
Curtain to be heard of no more un- 
til — until when? Until the Com- 
munists have reared them under their 
bias and hatred, and then returned 
them home to destroy the land of 
their fathers. 

There are forces in other walks of 
life which are just as destructive to 
body and soul as the above mention- 
ed evil powers, and these are mili- 
tantly appealing to youth. These 
function of the moral and _ spiritual 
levels. The influences of liquor, gam- 
bling, tobacco, and moral vices lay 
their most luring snares in the paths 
of youth. (You do not see much of- 
fered to oldsters anymore.) To make 
a steady flow for their wares, and also 
their profits, these nefarious and vic- 
ious evils go all out after the young 
men and girls of our land. The gods 
of war and the gods of worldly plea- 
sure make their steady appeal to 
youth so persistently until they are 
almost dazed with the rush of things 
that are being thrust upon them for 
decisions to accept or reject. 

But there is another appeal being 
made to young lives, to their minds, 
souls, and bodies. Jesus Christ, the 
Saviour of mankind, but also the 
Lord of glory and Captain of the 
hosts of heaven, is appealing for their 
lives and interests for His service. He 
is challenging all, but especially 
youth, to turn from the appealing 
snares of evil and destruction and to 
link their wills and lives with Him— 
to remember their Creator now, and 
pledge Him full allegiance. When 
once this call is properly understood 
and followed there will be more 
thrills than thought possible, and

these will outrank the hardships en- 
dured in fulfilling the challenge. 

What a difference there is in the 
nature of the motives and purposes 
of these contrasting appeals. The 
worldly forces seek to grasp the 
minds and souls of men to ensnare, 
poison and destroy; to enslave the 
body to their own selfish ends. But 
Jesus calls for youth that He might 
loosen and free their minds from 
fears, doubts, and disturbing frustra- 
tions so common with many; that He 
might loosen their bodies from chains 
of habits and bonds of passions that 
hold and destroy them. The world 
calls for their best, and then after it 
has no further use of them, casts 
them off to die. But Jesus calls them 
to life, more abundant life. He honors 
them by giving them a place of ser- 
vice in His Kingdom; to be a worker 
together with Him. After their lives 
have been spent in His service He 
has it so planned that only then will 
the best of His provision begin. 

Young folk, nowhere in the uni- 
verse can you find a challenge to your 
life equal to the call of God! Many 
youths are on the march to war, on 
land, on sea, or in the air. Many are 
on the march to the shrine of the god 
of pleasure and vice. But many are 
on the march for King Emmanuel! 
You are also marching! With which 
are you marching? With Christ or 
the world? Some one has your al- 
legiance. Make sure it is the right 
One.

year you, the ministers and

temptation to faint under feelings of 
inadequacy. But altogether it has 
been a good year and your Superin- 
tendent now, as always, entertains a 
keen sense of justifiable pride in this 
good District. 


I shall make no defense of the Ad-

The year that is now history has 
brought a range of human experience 
hitherto unknown in our District. 
“Sometimes in the sunshine, Some- 
times in the shadow” has been trans- 
lated into our symphony of life with 


both major and minor strains pre-. 


dominating at times through the med- 
ley. Extremes of prosperity or adver- 
sity are always fraught with danger, 
but men of faith and patience can 
find balance and profit in all the 
changing vicissitudes of life. The 
song of the saints has always been 
arranged with variations. Perhaps we 
see in the life of Paul the clearest ex- 
ample of the extremes that can come 
in the providence of God to pilgrims 
in their journey. The best in Heaven’s 
benediction — the worst in the world’s 
maltreatment and neglect. He was 
not a man of the plains. He was either 
scaling the mountain peaks or tread- 
ing the valleys and having reached 
the heights in glorious spiritual re- 
velation and plumbed the depths in 
the vale of human suffering, he came 
through with this heartening bit of 
theology: “All things work together 
for good to them that love God.” Yes, 
my friends, through believing prayer 
and unquestioning confidence we can 
and will out-ride every storm. 

We are only a few weeks removed 
from the tragic flood waters that left 
desolation and tumbled ruins where 
prosperity and tranquillity had been 
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dwelling together under what proved 
to be an artificial sense of security. 
The change was quick and tragic and 
the ugly scars still remain. The prop- 
erty loss was heavy, some families 
having lost all their earthly posses- 
sions. Your Superintendent is vainly 
groping for words to express our col- 
lective concern for those of our Com- 
munion who were caught in this un- 
paralleled holocaust of rampaging 
waters.

In the early hours of this dark per- 
iod the Red Cross gave out repeated 
requests that makeshift relief in the 
form of used clothing and furniture 
be discontinued, assuring the public 
that new clothing, furniture, and even 
homes, damaged or destroyed would 
be freely provided by this our Na- 
tional disaster relief organization. 
This, after all, is their special function. 
The necessary machinery and funds 
are kept in readiness for such times. 
I hasten to say here that they are do- 
ing a wonderful job. Some half mil- 
lion dollars has been distributed al- 


-ready to victims in the Santa Cruz 


area alone. 

There are, of course, no provisions 
made for relieving the losses sustain- 
ed in the investment field. Some of 
our most valued and most enterpris- 
ing fellow believers have suffered the 
greatest losses. We, of course, are 
aware that families in this category 
would be most unwilling to accept 
public assistance, but I am _ taking 
time in this conference to assure these 
friends of Christ and His Church that 


none of their real and intrinsic value 
to the Cause has been lost. They are 
precious and needed now as always. 
May the Lord give to each of them 
added grace and in His own good 
time even as to faithful, patient Job, 
give them twice as much as before. 

When the reports are all in your 
hearts will be encouraged with the 
upward trend in all the facets of our 
cooperative enterprise: more churches 
— more people — more church work- 
ers training for more effective ser- 
vice — more cooperation in the work 
at home and abroad, If financial co- 
operation among the ministers of the 
District is any barometer of our 
growth in grace and spiritual under- 
standing, then we seem to be on our 
way to better days. Our Secretary- 
Treasurer’s report will show that we 
have reached an alltime high in Dis- 
trict support. For this evidence of 
genuine interest and confidence, may 
I express the humble thanks of your 
brethren who wrestle with adminis- 
trative problems throughout the year. 
I would linger here long enough to 
register continuing concern for an 
ever-diminishing number who are 
still just outside the door of this ever- 


present opportunity to share in the | 


mundane aspects of our growing, 
spiritual contribution to home and 
foreign service. That our spiritual 
fellowship has been blessed of God 
with a generous measure of prosper- 
ity is too apparent to warrant em- 
phasis. Perhaps there are stragglers 
here and there, who looking through 
dark glasses, continue to preach 
gloom and doom; however, I never 
lose patience, knowing so well that 
they verily think they are doing 
God’s service. 

In World Missions we have had 
our greatest year — almost a quarter 
of a million dollars for the foreign 
outreach of our church. We can and 
will do still better this year. The chal- 
lenge of the home field has not 
moved us deeply. I am hoping for a 
new upsurge of the Pioneer spirit in 
this conference that will kindle the 
vision to move outward and. forward 
from many centers in many directions. 

Bethany Bible College is bigger 
and better this year. Our honored 
faculty and promising student body 
are a great source of inspiration to 
those who are privileged to observe 
them as they work and pray together 
under the manifest blessing of God. 
It is imperative that we stand loyally 
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the District 


by with sufficient financial strength 
to enable this Christ-centered training 
school to function with efficiency and 
dignity. There is but one way to jus- 
tify our efforts in this field, and that 
is to keep abreast of the times and 
offer a program that is fully as good 
as the best. 

A realistic picture of our General 
Council advance throughout the 
States would send us to our knees in 
joyful, tearful thanksgiving. Over a 
period of five years we have had an 
increase in churches of 24 per cent; 
in ordained ministers, 29 per cent; in 
church members, 45 per cent; and in 
missionary giving, 59 per cent. Trans- 
portation and communication advan- 
ces have given wings to the Gospel 
Chariot and the time is not far dis- 
tant when people in every part of the 
world will be hearing the Full Gos- 
pel message. 

As we rejoice in the rapid advance 
of the Pentecostal testimony in these 
days, we should pause occasionally 
to allow our past to instruct us for 
the future. We shall always need the 
heroic faith of the trail blazers, the 
plodding devotion that laid secure 
foundations the hard, tedious way, 
the presence and power of the Holy 
Spirit that gave boldness and radiance 
to men of “no might” and the pure, 
spiritual ecstasy that made the things 
of this world seem cheap and taw- 
dry. If we would not disappoint a 
confused and sorrowing world to 
whom we are Christ’s Ambassadors, 
we must hold fast to the fullness and 
simplicity of our Heaven-sent, spirit- 
anointed, gospel and testimony. This 
does not refer to fixed shades of 
doctrine or to stereotyped methods 
but to the great undergirding truths 
and precedents that have made us 
what we are. Let us not be deterred 
from bringing to an age that is sur- 
feited with natural religion a balanc- 
ed emphasis of the supernatural be- 
cause there are those in our day who 
not only preach the wonders in the 
realm of faith but exploit them and 
sow down the field with question 
marks. So friends and fellows in a 
cause that means more than life, let 
us go on with fixed determination to 
stick to the old paths of prayer and 
selfless toil for the furtherance of the 
Full Gospel testimony throughout 
the world. 

It is not enough earnestly to con- 
tend for the personal experience pat- 
terns found in the New Testament,

(Continued from front cover) 
attending a man of God and coming 
directly and boldly into the presence 
of God Himself, and remaining long 
in that presence. This is the picture 
of the foundation of a life of service 
and victory. Humility and subordina- 
tion are essential prerequisites to 
successful Christian service. 

A tree must have a good root area 
under ground, not only to draw 
moisture from the soil, but to provide 
anchorage against the windy day. 
Let no man imagine there will be no 
winds. They shall beat upon that 
house, whether built on the sand or 
the rock. Pride is the most subtle and 
destructive of all the enemies of the 
human soul. It was the weapon that 
felled Lucifer, son of the morning. 
There is no pride, so subtle and de- 
structive as spiritual pride. Success in 
the ministry and in Christian service 
will lay one open to attack by spirit- 
ual pride, And that life and experi- 
ence is sure to fall that is not ground- 
ed deep in humility and subordina- 
tion to others. Joshua started right. 
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when truly normal is a joy forever — 
a fragile flower, not necessarily trop- 
ical in nature but too delicate to 
thrive in a climate colder than the 
temperate zone. Now may I attempt 
to further emphasize the above re- 
marks by suggesting a goal toward 
-which, in my opinion, we could safe- 
ly cooperate and lend all our ran- 
somed powers? Surely we can unite 
to build churches, Pentecostal church- 
es where the gifts and fruits of the 
Spirit may grow together in balance 
and symmetry with vision to grow 
outward while keeping healthy and 
strong in an atmosphere that is plea- 
sant, attractive, and truly Christian. 

Now I leave you with a note of 
praise to God and a vote of apprecia- 
tion to the brotherhood for all the 
successes of your collective efforts. 
We have run well but the course 
stretches before us. If we faint not, 
we shall soon see the lights of home. 


“And the Lord spake unto Moses 
face to face as a man speaketh unto 
his friend. And he turned again into 
the camp; but his servant Joshua, the 
son of Nun, a young man, departed 
not out of the tabernacle.” God was 
in the tabernacle and had _ talked 
there face to face with Moses. So 
Joshua departed not out of the taber- 
nacle, the house of God. This also 
speaks volumes. “One thing I have 
desired of the Lord, that will I seek 
after; that I may dwell in the house 
of the Lord all the days of my life, 
to behold the beauty of the Lord and 
to inquire in His temple.” Psalm 
27:4. It is instinctive to the human 
heart to seek God in His house. 
Joshua’s departing not from the taber- 
nacle indicated his love for the Lord, 
his desire to linger in His presence. 
How beautiful and becoming of a 
child of God! Notice, this is the kind 
of a man whom God chose to lead 
his people. If you might think that 
God’s choice of Joshua was arbitrary, 
don’t forget the reason for God’s call. 
The initiative was the young man’s, 
himself, first of all. He chose God! 
Not only faithfulness in prayer, but 
sheer joy in the presence of the Lord! 
Even when Moses went out, Joshua 
went not out, for his pleasure was in 
the presence of the Lord, not merely 
the presence of Moses, 

But Jushua was not yet fully ma- 
ture. He was full of zeal, sometimes 
mistaken zeal. When God took the 
Spirit that was on Moses and put it 
upon the 70 elders, two of the num- 
ber remained in the camp and pro- 
phesied there. “And Joshua, the son 
of Nun, the servant of Moses, one of

his young men, answered and said, 
My lord, Moses, forbid them.” Num- 
bers 11:29. And Moses mildly rebuk- 
ed him, “Enviest thou for my sake? 
Would God that all the Lord’s people 
were prophets, and that the Lord 
would put His Spirit upon them.” 
“My son, despise not thou the chas- 
tening of the Lord nor faint when 
thou art rebuked of him. . . Now no 
chastening for the present seemeth 
to be joyous, but grievous: neverthe- 
less afterward it yieldeth the peace- 
able fruit of righteousness unto them 
which are exercised thereby.” He- 
brews 12:5, 11. To err is not to be 
disqualified; we are simply learning. 
To submit to the chastening of the 
Lord is all that is required to learn 
and to grow in grace. Joshua was in 
the process; not yet ready for the full 
weight of responsibility which later 
was to rest upon him. 

He passed his next test with flying 
colors. He was chosen as one of the 
twelve spies and brought back a 
good report. He wholly followed the 
Lord. “And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Take thee Joshua the son of 
Nun, a man in whom is the spirit, 
and lay thine hand upon him.” Num- 
bers 27:18. “And Joshua the son of 
Nun was full of the spirit of wisdom; 
for Moses had laid his hands upon 
him; and the children of Israel 
hearkened unto him and did as the 
Lord commanded Moses.” Deut. 
34:9. Here is special enduement of 
power from on high. Christ, Himself, 
bowed his head to receive the Holy 
Ghost and all His followers must

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humble themselves to receive the 
anointing from on high. Upon this 
sanctified, humble, subordinate, God- 
loving and God-seeking life, there 
descended power from above. 

What a beautiful sequence! What 
a wonderful and clear pattern! Can- 
didates for God’s work, be humble, 
be yielded to your brethren, press in 
to where God Himself is! Learn to 
find His presence and to love that 
presence. Take time (Joshua was 
forty years in training) to let God 
burn out the dross of mistaken zeal 
and ideas, humbly wait before him, 
receive the imposition of the hands 
of your brethren and the impartation 
from God of the wisdom and power 
that you need. You will be ready, in 
God’s providence, then to go forth 
in His Name and in His power.

On the key highway of commerce, 
in Asia Minor, was a city called 
Thyatira, Acts 16:14, referred to as 


“the city of ancient Lydia.” In the 
day of its glory, it was well known 
because of its guilds of weavers and 
dyers of wool and linen textiles for 
clothing, and for its leather-workers 
and metal craftsmen. But today, we 
remember the city because of the 
great missionary work that was ac- 
complished there, not only by Paul, 
but also by an outstanding woman. 

The fact that Lydia was a woman, 
met the first requirement of being a 
member of the WMC. She was a 
woman who believed in God, and 
worshipped God according to her 
Jewish training. One day while she 
was selling her purple dyes or purple- 
dyed textiles in the market place of 
Philippi, she heard a man preaching 
on the corner about the same God 
that she believed in; but he told of 
One who was sent of God to die for 
the sins of the world. As Paul must 
have told of his conversion experience, 
she accepted the Lord Jesus Christ 
as her Saviour, and became the first 
Christian convert, that we have re- 
cord of, in Europe. The Lord opened 
her heart of understanding and of 
faith, for she was without doubt, 
hungry for more of God and His will 
for her life. Her whole home became 
a Christian home. She now has met 
another qualification for being a 
member of the WMC, she has been 
born again in Christ. 


Let us look at the second word of 
the title of the “Women’s Missionary 
Council” Missionary minded women, 
and there was not one any more so 
than Lydia. There seems to be some- 
thing great in her attitude, when she 
asked Paul, “If you are conviced that 
I am a believer in the Lord, come 
and stay at my house.” Not only did 
she ask them to stay at her home, 
but she pleaded for them to do so. 
She became then a missionaries’ help- 
er, for it wasn't long before there 
was a large number of Jews in that 
town that became Christians and 
made up one of the seven churches 
of Asia, spoken of in Rev. 2: 18-29. 
Her home was the hub of the wheel 
of missionary work accomplished by 
Paul in Asia Minor. So we see with- 
out question, that she meets the re- 
quirement of being a woman who 
loved to serve God in a missionary 
way. 

How does Lydia meet the last word 
requirement of council? There was 
not another place mentioned where 
the Christians gathered for prayer, 
fellowship, and possibly even the 
planning of the missionary program 
in that area. For in Acts 16:46, we 
find after Paul and Silas were releas- 
ed from prison and asked if they 
wouldn’t leave the city, they went 
straight to the house of Lydia, where 
a group of the Christians were 
gathered. The ones who had told 
them about Jesus, the Saviour of the 
world, were put into prison. That

We hear of the great work of Paul 
in Asia Minor, but that work was 
made possible by a women’s mission- 
ary work. In every way, a Women’s 
Missionary Council of Asia Minor. 
Outstanding men of God have done 
outstanding work for the Lord, be- 
cause of Godly women who are will- 
ing to serve Him regardless of who 
receives the credit. Let us continue 
our great work for the Lord regard- 
less of the hardships and discourage- 
ments, for God is for us.

Graham draws 400,000 in 
tour of India 

Billy Graham, during his tour of 
India, already has spoken to more 
than 400,000 persons and recorded 
7,000 decisions for Jesus Christ in a 
land where Christians are in a min- 
ority. The largest crowd to hear him 
in India gathered in Kottayam. More 
than 100,000 sat on the split level 
hills surrounding the platform. The 
city’s population is only 50,000 and 
most of the people walked in from 
the surrounding countryside. People 
walking five to ten miles said they 
thanked God for a full moon as the 
light helped them to see deadly cob- 
ras along the jungle trails. Visitors 
filled all hotels and vacant rooms. 
Many slept in the open. The town 
ran dangerously low on food and 
more rice had to be rushed in to feed 
the hungry people. Five thousand 
people would gather each morning 
in a field for prayer meeting. 

Billy and his party drove from Kot- 
tava to Palamcottah, more than 140 
miles through fertile land, dotted 
with palm and rubber trees. They en- 
countered two flag waving parades 
of Communist youths. Billy stopped 
the car and preached to them from 
the Bible as they gathered around 
him, waving hammer and sickle. One 
youth kept his arm raised in a token 
of strength, but dropped his eyes 
when Billy talked about Jesus Christ. 


Methodists plan $37,000,000 
to fight Communism 

The Administrative Council of the 
Methodist Church will recommend 
the expenditure of $37,000,000 for 
use by Methodist schools and 
churches to teach Christian ideals 
and combat Communism and secular- 
ism. The money is to be raised dur- 
ing the next four years and earmark- 
ed for the 116 Methodist colleges, 
universities and secondary schools. 

The program was centered on the 
belief that Communism and secular- 
ism should be counteracted through 
Christian education.

While it is still in the secret de- 
velopmental stage, electronic scien- 
tists are working on a device that 
will read people’s minds. Dr, Thomas 
P. Goldsmith, research vice-president 
for Allen B. Du Mont Laboratories, 
acknowledged to this column that 
his staff is experimenting with a 
thought-reading machine. Successful 
tests have already been made. “We 
ask someone questions. We can tell 
what he is getting ready to say even 
though he may not have said it.” 
Goldsmith explained that the elec- 
tronic thought-reading machine is 
based on somewhat the same prin- 
ciple as the electro-encephalograph, 
which measures brain waves.
